me eyer since. 
Every once in a while I come across a book, or visit a new scene of 
natural beauty that is unique, and my mind is all aglow—like a sud­ 
den light, or tile earth, after a clean rain. 
A little book by Robert Her­ 
rick called “ 'File Master of the In n ,” was such a book, and 
'Peggy's 
Cove," in Nova Scotia, was a scene. 
No matter how serious the material losses that come to us all. their 
value is only transitory. 
But the riches which we store in the mind are 
there forever. 
We can live upon them, and feed our immortal soul upon 
them after everything m aterial has been proved of small account. 
The richer we make tills mind of ours, the poorer everything else 
seems. 
The greed for gain. 
The scramble for office and acclaim. 
The 
pride of ownership. 
The gloating over a beaten adversary. 
Silly, child­ 
ish. and foolish aims and acts are each. 
But every effort to make the 
mind richer, cleaner, and greater in wealth, is an effort of permanence. 
I once visited a palace home, with rarities mounting into the millions 
throughout its halls and rooms. 
There were lagoons, small lakes, huge 
gardens, flowers by the thousands all about— with the sea but a few 
paces away. It was a picture of elegance and wealth— but I experienced a 
larger and a nobler wealth with a friend, sitting upon a log beside a 
natural spectacle of wonder, as he spun words of wisdom and beauty in 
interpreting mysteries of which no dream of mine had ever hinted. 
Everything is fragile but pure beauty!

Says it W as Hush Money 
This witness was Mrs. Josephine 
Beail, wife of Arthur Beall, Darnes­ 
town garage proprietor. The mother 
of three children, Mrs. Beall told 
how Mrs. Lyddane had "laughed in 
my face" when she found her and 
Mr. Beall parked in a machine in 
front of her home three years ago. 
In a low voice the defendant admit­ 
ted she had “gone with” the dapper 
garage man and visited a room in a 
hotel here with him on several oc­ 
casions. 
In a white ensemble, including u 
silk hat, a full-sleeved Jacket to 
match tier dress and high-heeled 
slippers, the 31-year-old blonde de­ 
fendant declared the underworld 
characters to whom she gave money 
were paid to keep quiet about her 
affair with Beal!, and not, as the 
State contends, to murder her hus­ 
band. 
Denies She Wrote “G o o fy Note 
Highlights of her testimony were: 


She 
denied 
having 
written 
the 
"Googy” note. 
She denied having seen or paid 
money to John Boland, who. the 
State charges, was paid a retainer 
fee to “bump off" Mr. Lyddane. 
She admitted paying hush money to 
some 
unnamed 
person, 
who 
threatened to reveal her affair 
with Beall unless she paid him 
$200. 
She asserted she was “hounded” by 
John H. (Googy) Carnell, her al­ 
leged confederate in the murder 
plot, because of ills knowledge of 
her affairs with Mr. Beall, and 
that she gave “Googy" small sums 
of money from time to time. 
Turning on the State’s witness, 
“Googy’’ 
Carnell, 
Mrs. 
Lyddane 
hinted that it was possible for the 
famous "Googy" noV to have been 
written in the hotel in which he 
worked here, rallier than on her 


typewriter in the Farmers’ Banking 
and Trust Company, as the State 
contended. 
The note, unsigned, was addressed 
to “Googy," and asked that either 
"tile deul" be completed, or “the 
money” returned. 
James H. Pugh, 
State's Attorney, charged that the 
deal was the murder plot and that 
the money mentioned was the re­ 
tainer fee paid Carnell to give to 
Boland. 
The note was written on paper 
similar to that In the bank, its en­ 
velope was stuck together with red 
seals similar to those used by Mrs. 
Lyddane, and the type face of type­ 
writer was declared "identical" by 
two experts placed on the stand by 
the State. 
But Mrs. Lyddane placed each of 
these items in the hotel at which 
Carnell was employed as a barten- 
i der. 
Shortly before the “Googy" 


note was written, it was testified, 
she gave Frank Abbo, proprietor of 
the hotel, a quantity of paper from 
her office.

America, in holiday, echoed their 
jubilance. 
Holiday Is Declared 
Virtually every country held sol­ 
emn masses of thanksgiving. 
Ar­ 
gentina. Braza, Chile and Peru de­ 
clared official holidays. 
Argentines 
paused in one minute's silence to 
honor the many dead and Paraguay­ 
ans and Bolivians alike danced and 
sang in the streets for Joy. 
Diploma us long estranged by war­ 
fare embraced. 
Women with sam 
ut Hie front wept for joy. 
Bells 
rang. Sirens shrilled. Guns roared 
salutes to peace. 
Flags waved ev­ 
erywhere, Ute Bolivian and Para­ 
guayan

Intertwined above

A neutral military commission on 
which Capt. Frederick Sharp, mili­ 
tary attache here, represented the 
United States, arrived this morning 
at the Bolivian and Paraguayan

Ten Days of Truce 
Ten days of truce went bito effect 
at midday, during which legislators 
of the belligerents are expected to 
ratify the peaoe protocol drawn up 
at Buenos Aires by representatives 
of six neutral American nations, in­ 
cluding 
the 
United 
States, 
and 
signed by the warring nations’ for­ 
eign ministers this week 
A second, formal 12-day truce be­ 
gins with ratification. 
Simultane­ 
ously the mediators here will start
